NEW YORK, Nov. 23—Fifteen steam- 


ships assresatins 20ti,72(! gross tons, 
were lost by the Ouuard lino during 
the war, it Wi£s learned here today. 
All except two were sunk by torpe- 
does or mines. The Campania and the 
Asc.inia were lost through accidents. 
The toanaB'C sunk represents approxi- 
mately one-hair of that possessed !>y 
the line at the outbreak of the war. 
Nearly all of'the Canard liners were 
well known Atlantic greyhounds, the 
largest of which was the Lusitanki. 


The Anchor line, a subsidiary of the 


Cunard .Co., lost ei^ht ships, includ- 
ing the 14,340-ton Tuscania. The total 
tonnage loss of the Anchor lino was 
l!5,4SS.

Nov. S3—(By the 
Associated Press)—While as an effec- 
tive military force the American army 
remains intact, the homeward move- 
ment has already begun. 


Construction of all kinds has been 


stopped and deliveries cancelled where 
possible, and the men whose services 
have been in these and other 
lines 


of activity are either en route to ports 


plans for their embarkation are 


under way. 


The first to go will b^ the sick and 


convalescent wounded. These will, be 
sent home with the greatest possible 
expedition. Certain divisions, exhaust- 
ed by replacement drafts until only 
he skeletons remain, are also going 
home. 


One of the biggest of the present 


problems is the. land transport to the 
seaports. With the coming oE winter 
the French need almost the entire ca_ 
jacity of their railroads to distribute 
fuel, food and other supplies through- 
ut the country. This will delay the 


shipment of Americans. 


The army authorities are grappling 


with hundreds ot minor problems, both 
egal and physical, inherent on possi- 
ble demobilization. While it is real- 
zed that the decision on most of these 
problems rests witli Washington, still 
there is much speculation in the army 


arding the precise plan of demo- 


bilization—whether 
following 
the 


British plan, some form ot demobiliza- 
tion by trades will be adopted, wheth- 
:r tho, existing organizations Will re- 
urn intact, or whether the army win 
>e reformed and discharged on "a re- 
gional basis. 


Under the heading-, "exhausted by

from their allies.
